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COMMON SCHOOL LAW. 


AN ACT 
Ё ТО PROVIDE FOR THE COMMON SCHOOLS. 
Be й enatied by the Council and House of Representatives of 
Colorado Territory : 


TERRITORIAL SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION, 


' Section І. That during the present session of the Leg- 
islatrve Assembly, and every regular session hereafter, the 

= Governor shal] nominate, and by and with the advice and 
consent of the legislative council, shall appoint.a Territorial 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, who shall hold his 
office for two years, and until his successor is duly ap- 
pointed, confirmed and qualified; he shall be commissioned 
by the Governor, and shall'keep his office at the seat of 
government, 

„вс. 2. Before entering upon the duties of his office, he 
shall execute a bond in the penality of $5,000, payable to 
the Territory of Colorado, with sureties to be approved by 
the Secretary of the Territory, conditioned for the faithful 
and impartial discharge of the duties of his office, and for 
the faithful application and disposition, according to Іам оѓ 
all school moneys and other property that may come into 
his hands by virtue of his office; and he shall also, at the 
time of his giving bond, take and subscribe an oath or make 
affirmation that he will support the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, and the organic а of the Territory of Colorado; 
and to the best of his ability, faithfully and impartially per- 
form the duties of his office, which oath shall be endorsed 
upon the back of said bond, and the bond shall be filed 
with and preserved by the Secretary of the Territory. 
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Sec. 3. It shall be his duty to file ай papers, reports але” 
public documents transmitted to him by the school officers 
of the several counties, each year separately, and hold the 
same in readiness to be exhibited to the Governor, or to 
any committeé of either house of the Legislative Assembly, 


and shall keep а fair record of all matters pertaining to the , 


business of his office. He shall have the general super- 
vision of all the county superintendents, and of all the com- 
mon ‘and public schools of the Territory. Не shall make 
such rules and regulations as he may think necessary and 
expedient to carry into full effect the provisions of this act, 
which shall have the same force and effeét as though con- 
tained herein. Не shall cause so many copies of this а&, 
with the forms, regulations and instructions herein contem- 
plated, thereunto annexed, to be from time to time printed 
and distributed among the several school officers as he shall 
deem expedient. He shall, on or before the twentieth day 
of December, in every year preceding that in which shall 
be holden a.regular session of the Legislative Assembly, 
report to the Governor the condition of the public schools, 
and such other matters relating to the affairs of [his] this 
office, аз he may think proper to communicate. 

Sec. 4. Тһе said Territorial Superintendent shall have 
power to direct and cause the County Superintendent of 
any County, Treasurer of the Board of Direétors, or other 
school officers, to withhold from any officer, district, or 
teachers, any part of the common school] fund, or county 
school fund; until such officer, Чи ЕЕ or teacher, shall have 
complied with all the provisions of this ад relating to his, 
her, or their duties, and such rules and regulations as the 
Territorial Superintendent may prescribe, not inconsistent 
with this а&; and the Territorial Superintendent тау for- 
bid the payment of any part-of the common school or 
county school fund, to any distri€t in which no school has 
been kept for thrée months during the year next preceding 
the demand for payment. 

бес. 5. Тһе term of office of Territorial Superintendent 
of Public Instruction shall commence on the first Monday 
of February, пере 
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Sec. 6. The said Territorial Superintendent shall receive 
a salary of $1,000* per annum, which shall be paid quarter- 
ly out of the territorial treasury, and he shall also be 
allowed for office rent, office furniture, books, postage, 
stationery, and all other necessary contingent expenses per- 
taining to his office 8300. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, 


Sec. 7. There shall be eleéted at the election of county 
cfficers in 1871, and biennially thereafter, in each county in 
this territory, a County Superintendent of Schools, who 
shall hold his office for two years, or until his successor is 
elected and qualified; and the incumbents in office, at the 
taking effect of this ас, shall continue in office until their 
successors are elected and qualified, as herein provided. 

Sec. 8. Within thirty days after his ејебНоп, the County 
Superintendent of Schools, shall take and subscribe an oath 
that he will faithfully discharge the duties of his office, and 
he shall also execute a good and sufficient bond to the 
Territory of Colorado, in a penal sum to be fixed by the 
Board of County Commissioners of his county, (but in no 
case shall the amount of said bond be less than twice the 
amount of funds which may have been in the hands of the 
superintendent of the county at any one time during the 
previous year,) with two or more sureties, to be approved 
by the Board of County Commissioners, conditioned that 
he will faithfully perform all the duties of his office, accord- 
ing to the laws which are or may be in force, and that he 
will render a just and true account of all money or other 
property which may come into his hands or under his con- 
trol, as superintendent of the schools of said county. 

бес. о. Should said superintendent fail to qualify, as ге- 
quired by section eight of this act, or if for any other reason 
there should be a vacancy in the office, the Board of County 
Commissioners shall appoint a suitable person, who shall

salary of twelve hundred (1200) dollars. 
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qualify within ten days after this, [his] appointment, and 
shall continue in office until the time prescribed for filling 
said office, by election as herein provided; and should the 
person so appointed fail to qualify within the time specified, 
such failure shall create a уасапсу,, which shall be again 
filled in the same manner. 

бес. 10. On the last Saturday of March, Tane: Septem- 
ber and December in each year, he shall meet all persons 
desirous of passıng an examination as teachers, in some 
suitable room provided for that purpose at the county seat, 
at which time һе shall examine all such applicants for ex- 
amination as to their competency and ability to teach 
orthography, reading, writing, arithmetic, geography, En- 
glish grammar, and history of the United States; and in 
making such examination, may, at his option, call to his 
aid one or more assistants. If the examination is satisfac- 
tory, and the superintendent is satisfied the respective ap- 
plicants possess а good moral character, and the essential 
qualifications for governing and instructing children and 
youth, he shall give them a certificate to that ейеб for a 
term not exceeding one year. The Superintendent shall 
keep a record of all persons so examined, containing the 
name, residence, age, nativity, date of examination, and 
term for which each certificate is issued. If any person 
shall make application for an examination at any other 
time, such person shall pay the County Superintendent a 
fee of five dollars before the examination is commenced, as 
a compensation therefor, unless such person was present on 
the regular day specified, and аз unable, from no fault of 
his own, to obtain an examination, in which case no-fee 
shall be required of him. If for any cause the County Su- 
perintendent cannot be present at any regular day fixed for 
examination, he shall appoint one or more deputies to 
make the examination in his stead. Не shall issue certifi- 
cates to those who receive the recommendation of his dep- 
uties as aforesaid. 

бес. 11. On the first day of November of each year, he 
shall make a report to the Territorial Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, containing an abstract of the reports 
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made to him by the respective district secretaries, together 
with a statement of the financial affairs of his office, and 
such other matters аз he shall be directed to report by Ње 
said Superintendent of Public Instruction, and as he himself 
may deem essential in exhibiting the true condition of the 
schools under his charge, He shall divide the county into ~ 
school 41515, and may alter and change the boundaries 
of 915915 thus formed from time to time, as the conveni- 
ence of the inhabitants of the aforesaid аіѕігі& may réquire , 
and shall proceed to make such change at any time when 
petitioned by two-thirds of the legal voters of any district. 
He shall have the general superintendence of the schools of 
his county, and shall visit each school at least twice each 
term, and shall have power to dismiss all teachers he may 
find to be incompetent. He shall keep accurate accounts 
of the receipts and expenditures of his office, specifying the 
particular source from which the same accrued, and take 
‘receipts for all amounts paid out. Не shall distribyte to 
the Фуше officers within his county, such blank forms, 
circulars, and other communications, as may be transmitted 
to him for that purpose by the Superintendent of Public ` 
Instruction. 6 


Sec. 12. On the first Monday of November, annually, ће 
shall make an apportionment showing the whole number of 
persons in the county between the ages of five and twenty- 
one years, and the number of such persons in each distri, 
as shown by the reports of the secretaries of the distri€t 
boards, which apportionment shall be subject to public in- 
spection, and all funds coming into his hands from time to 
time, shall be apportioned to the different distri€ts accord- 
ing to the number of such persons therein. Whenever he 
shall receive any school money from the County Treasurer 
he shall immediately notify the, president of the Board of 
Direétors of each distriét of the amount thereof to which 
his distri€t may be entitled by the apportionment aforesaid, 
and shall pay the same over to the treasurer of the Board 
of Directors of said distriét, upon the warrant of the presi- 
dent countersigned by the secretary. 
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бес. 13. Should he fail to make the report required by 
section eleven of this act, or to notify the president of each 
distri€t, ог to pay over any money аз provided i in section 
twelve (12) of this act, he shall forfeit the sum of one hun- 
dred dollars, suit to be brought on his official bond for the 
collection of the same, with damages, by’ the prosecuting 
attorney. 

Sec. 14. Бог the time necessarily spent in the discharge 
of his official duties, he shall receive five dollars per day, 
and fifteen cents per mile for the distance actually traveled 
in visiting the schools as required in section eleven of this 
act, to be paid out of the county treasury, in addition to 
books, stationery and other expenses necessary to said of- 
fice, an account of which shall be made out by him 
quarterly, and signed and sworn to, and laid before the 
county commissioners, who, after examining the same, if 
found correct, shall cause to be issued on the county treas- 
ury, warrants (ог the amount due. 


SCHOOL TAX. 


бес. 15. The county commissioners shall, at the time of 
levying the tax for county purposes, cause to be levied, a 
tax for the support of schools within the county, of not less 
than two mills on the dollars, and not more than ten mills 
on the dollar, of the assessed value of all taxable property, 
real and personal, within the county, which shall be collect- 
ed by the county collector, at the same time, and in the 
same manner, as state and county taxes are collected, ex- 
cept that it shall be receivable only in cash. 5 

Sec. 16. The county treasurer shall, on or before Ше 
го а day of January, April, July and October of each year, 
pay over the amount of said tax, which shall have been col- 


„lected, to Ше county superintendént, and shall render him 


a statement of the amount uncollected; the amount unpaid 
shall be collected at any subsequent time as delinquent 
taxes are collected, and shall be paid over to the county 
superintendent as aforesaid. The collector shall be allowed 
one per cent. by the county ‘superintendent for collecting 
said tax, and should the collector fail at any time to рау _ 
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over the tax as herein provided, he shall forfeit the sum of 
one hundred dollars and double damages, to be collected 
on his official bond, suit to be brought by the county super- 
-intendent in the name of his county. 


• SCHOOL DISTRICTS—-ORGANIZATION—-POWERS 


Sec. 17. Upon the formation of a new school district, 
the county superintendent shall notify some qualified voter 
thereof, by written notice, describing the boundaries of the 
district, and also the time and place of the first meeting. 
Such qualified voter shall notify each elector in the district 
of the same, by personal service, as far as convenient, and 
shall post a notice at the place of meeting, and also in three 
other public places in the district, stating the boundaries of 
the district and the time and place of meeting, at least six 
days ,before the time of such meeting. All citizens over 
the age of twenty-one years who have resided for thirty 

„days within such district, and who are liable to pay school 
tax therein, and none others, shall be deemed qualified 
electors at school meetings held within such district. If 
any person offering to vote at a school district meeting ' 
shall be challenged as unqualified by any legal voter in 
snch district, the chairman presiding at such meeting shall 


declare to the person challenged the qualifications of a _ 


voter, and if such person shall state that he 1s qualified, 
and the challenge shall not be withdrawn, the chairman 
shall tender him an oath in substance as follows: “You 
do swear (or affirm) that you are twenty-one years of age; 
that you have resided for thirty days within this school 
district, and are liable to pay a school tax therein ;” and 
every person taking such oath shall be permitted to vote on 
all questions proposed at such meeting. If any person so 
challenged shall refuse to take such oath, his vote shall be 
rejected; and any person who shall willfully take a false 


oath, or make a false affirmation under the provisions of ~ 


this section, shall be deemed guilty of perjury. When any 
question is taken in any other manner than by ballot, a 
challenge immediately after the vote has been taken, shall 
be deemed to be made when offering to vote, and treated in 
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the same manner; Provided, That after the first year of the 


` organization of any such school district, no person shall be 


deemed a qualified elector of any such meeting, who being 
liable to pay scliéol tax therein in the year preceding, hath 
failed to pay the same. 

Sec. 18. The qualified electors of the district, when as- 
sembled іп accordance with the notice required in the fore- 
going section, shall organize by electing a president and 
secretary, who shall act as judges of the election, and the 
name of each elector shall be recorded, by the secretary. 
They shall then, by ballot, elect one president, one secre- 
tary, and one treasurer, who shall constitute a board of di- 
rectors for the district, and shall hold their offices until the 
next succeeding annual district election, and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. Each of said direct- 
ors shall, within ten days after his election, appear before 
some officer authorized to administer oaths, and take an 
oath for the faithful ‘performance of his duties; and in case 
of failure to so qualify, his office shall be deemed vacant 
and the superintendent shall appoint a suitable person who 
shall qualify as aforesaid. 

Sec. то. Each school district formed under the pro- 
visions of this act, ıs hereby declared to be a body cor- . 
porate, by the name and style of School District №.—, 
in the county of ,and Territory of Colorado; and in 
that name it may hold property, and be a party to suits and 
contracts. - 

Sec. 20. The regular meeting of each school district 
shall be held on the first Monday of May and October of 
each year. _ 

бес. 21. The qualified electors ofthe district, when as- 
sembled, shall have power: First—To appoint а chairma.a 
and a secretary іп the absence of the regular officers. Sec- 
опа — То adjourn from time to time as occasion may 
require. Тһіга — То determine the number of schools 
which shall be established in this [the] district, and the 
length of time that each shall be taught. Fourth—To fix 
the site for each school house, taking into consideration in 
doing so, the wants and necessities of the people of each 
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portion of the district. Fifth—To lay such tax оп taxable 
property of the district as the meeting shall deem sufficient 
for any of the following purposes: To pay teachers; to 
purchase or lease a suitable site for a school house, or 
school houses; to build, rent, or purchase a school house 
or school houses, and to keep in repair and furnish the 
same with the necessary fuel and appendages ; for procur- 
ing libraries for the schools, books and stationery for the 
use of the board and district meetings; and to defray all 
other contingent expenses of the district. Sixth—To direct 
the sale or other ‘disposition to be made of any school 
house or the site thereof, and of such other property, real 
or personal, as may belong to the district; and to direct 
the manner in which the proceeds arising therefrom shall 
be аррЇї 4, Seventh — To determine what branches of 
learning shall be taught in the schools of their districts. 
Eighth—To delegate any or all of the powers contained in 
the foregoing specifications to the district board. Ninth— 
To fix the compensation of the secretary and treasurer of 
the district, and to transact generally such business as may 
tend to promote the cause of education in accordance with 
the provisions of this act. 
бес. 22. They may adopt such rules of order, not in- 
compatible with the provisions of this act, and instructions 
of the superintendent of public instruction, for the govern- 
ment of district meetings, and may alter and change the 
same from time to time, as occasion may require; and may 
prescribe the manner of taking the sense of the meeting 
upon any question: Provided, That the last specification 
shall not apply to the selection of officers, > 
бес. 23. There shall be elected іп each organized school 
district, at the regular district meeting on the first Monday 
in May of each year, one president, one secretary,-and one 
treasurer of the district, who, together, shall constitute a 
“board of directors for the district, and shall hold their 
offices Юг one year, and until their successors are elected 
and qualified. If for any cause the annual election should 
not be held at the regular meeting, a special meeting for 
that purpose may be held. Each of said directors shall 
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qualify, in the manner prescribed in section eighteen of this 
act for directors elected, upon the formation of a new school 
district; and in case of failure to so qualify, his office shall 
be deemed vacant, and shall be filled in the manner pre- 
scribed in section eighteen of this act. | - 


Sec. 24. Тһе board of directors may hold such regular, 
special or adjourned meetings, as they may from [time] to 
time determine. They shall make all contracts, purchases, 
payments and sales necessary to carry out every vote of the 
district, for procuring any site for a school house, renting, 
repairing or furnishing the same, and disposing thereof, or 
for keeping a school therein, and performing such other 
duties as may be delegated to theni by the district meet- 
ing. They may, with the concurrence of the board of 
directors of an adjoining district or other districts, admit 
pupils from either of said districts to a school within their 
own district; but said pupils shall be enumerated in their 
respective districts, and the portion of the school money 
to which they may be entitled by said enumerations shall 
be applied to the support of said school. The parents or 
guardians of said pupils shall pay such portion of the con- 
tingent expenses, and the amount to be contributed by vol- 
ufitary subscription for the support of said school, as the 
board may deem equitable. They-shall require the secre- 
tary and treasurer each to give bond to the district, in such 
penalties and with such securities as in their opinion will 
secure the district against any loss, conditioned for the 
faithful discharge of all the. duties of their respective offices, 
and for the faithful application of all monies which may 
come into*their hands by virtue of their respective offices ; 
said penality may be increased from time to time, as the 
interest of the district may require. The bond shall be 
filed with the president of the board, and in case of a breach 
of the condition thereof, he shall bring suit thereon in the 
name of the district. In each organized district, they shall 
act as judges of all district elections. They shall from time 
to time, examine the books and accounts of the treasurer, 


and make settlement with him; and shall, at each regular 
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meeting of the district, present to the same a full statement 
of the receipts and expenditures of the district, and such 
other matter as may be deemed important. 

Src. 25. They shall employ all teachers necessary for 
- the schools of the district. They shall appoint a committee 
from their own body to visit the respective schools of the 
district monthly, and to aid the teachers in establishing and 
enforcing rules for the government of schools, and see that 
the teachers keep a correct list of the pupils, the time dur- 
ing which they attend school, the branches of learning 
which each is studying, the text books used, and such other 
matters as may, in the opinion of the board, tend to pro- 
mote the welfare of the school. They shall audit and allow 
all just claims against the district, and the president shall 
draw an order for all demands thus audited on the district 
treasurer. They shall, upon the written request of five legal 
voters of the district, or when they deem it expedient, call 
special meetings thereof; but in all such cases, the notice 
of such meeting shall clearly state the precise object for 
which it is called, and the time and place at which it is to 
be held. 

Sec. 26, The county superintendent and board of direc- 
tors may determine whether a graded or union school shall 
be established 1n the district, the number of teachers to be 
employed, and the course of instruction to be pursued 
therein, and the board may erect for the purpose, one or 
more permanent school houses, and shall cause зисп class- 
` ifications of the pupils thereof as they may deem necessary; 
but in selecting the site for such school house or school 
houses, the permanent interest and welfare of the people of 
the entire district shall be consulted, and they shall consult 
with the county superintendent relative to the most ap- 
proved plan for such buildings. 


DISTRICT OFFICERS—THEIR РОТУ. 

Src. 27. The president, when present, shall preside at 
all meetings of the board and of the district, sign all war- 
rants for the collection of taxes, all orders on the treasury 
for the payment of money, all drafts upon the county super- 
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intendent for money appottioned to his district, and shall 
appear in behalf of his district, in all suits brought by or 
against the same; but when he is individually a party, this 
duty shall be performed by the secretary. 


Sec. 28. The secretary shall record all proceedings оҒ ` 


the board, and of the district meetings, іп separate books, 
kept for that purpose; shall preserve copies of all reports 
made to the county superintendent; shall file all papers 
transmitted to him by other school officers, pertaining to 
the business of the district; and shall countersign all drafts, 
warrants, or orders, drawn by the president; and shall keep 
a register of all ог4ег5> drawn оп the district treasurer, 
showing the number of the order, date, name of the person 
in whose favor drawn, for what purpose, and the amount; 
and shall from time to time, furnish the district treasurer 
with a transcript of the same. Inimediately after the elec- 
tion of the board of directors as provided by this act, he 


shall transmit to the county superintendent a statement, | 


giving the name and post-office address of the president, 
secretary, and treasurer, respectively, of the board of direc- 
tors elected as aforesaid. He shall, between the first and 
fifteenth days of September of each year, take and keep 
and record a list of the names of all persons in the district 
between the ages of five and twenty-one years, and shall de- 
liver a copy of the same to the principal teacher of each 
school in the district. He shall keep an accurate account 
of all the expenses incurred by the district, and shall pre- 
sent the same to the district board to be audited and paid, 
as herein provided, out of the school house fund. He shall 
give ten days previous notice of all regular and special 
meetings of the district, as herein authorized, by posting up 
a written notice in three different places therein ; and shail 
furnish a copy of the same to the teachers of each school 
in the district, to be read-once in the presence of thë pupils 
thereof; and such notice shall, in all cases, state the hour 
of meeting. On the first day of October of each year, he 
shall make out and file in the office of the county superin- 
tendent a report of the affairs of the district, contaming: 
First—The number of persons, male and female, each, in 
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his district, between the ages of five and twenty-one years. 
Second—The number of schools, and the branches taught 
in each. Third— The number of pupils [enrolled during 
the year] in each school. Fourth—The number of teachers 
employed in each school, and the average compensation of 
each per month. Fifth—The number of days the school 
has been taught, and by whom Sixth—The average cost 
of tuition for а pupil рег month, in each school Seventh 
--Тех! books used in each school. Eighth—The number 
of volumes in the library of each school. Ninth—The ag- 
gregate amount paid teachers during the year. Tenth— 
The number of district school houses, and the estimated 
value of each. Eleventh—The amount raised in the dis- 
trict by tax for the erection of school houses, and for all 
other purposes authorized in this act, and such other infor- 
mation as he may deem useful*. Should the secretary 
fail to file his report as above directed, he shall forfeit the 
sum of one hundred dollars, and shall make good ай loss 
resulting to the district from such failure; suit to be brought 
in both cases by the president, in the name of the district, 
on his official bond. 

Ѕес. 20. Тһе secretary of each district shall be ex-officio 
librarian, and shall purchase books and perform all other 
duties pertaining to that office, under the direction of the 
board of directors 

Sec. 30. The treasurer shall have the custody of all 
moneys belonging to the district, and shall pay out the 
same, upon the order of the president, countersigned by the 
secretary, and shall keep an account of the receipts and 
expenditures thereof, in a book provided for that purpose. 
He shall apply for and receive all money apportioned to

said apportionment. Не shall render a statement of the 


. finances of the district, as shown by the records of his of- 


fice, at any time when required by the board of directors, 
and his books shall always be open for inspection. 


COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


Sec. 31. Whenever а tax has been voted by the district, 
the secretary shall obtain a transcript of the last assess- 
ment roll of the county, and shall add thereto any taxable 
property therein omitted, having himself assessed the value 
thereof; and shall post up a list of the names of Ше per- 
sons taxed, at three or more places in the district, with the 
amount due from each set opposite their respective names, 
so far as their names may be known, at least thirty days 
previous to this proceeding to collect the tax. Whenever 
any school district tax has been voted at any meeting of 
such district, it shall not be lawful, after the posting of the 
assessment list of property whereon such tax is to be levied, 
to reconsider the question of the levy of such tax. Should 
any one, when called on, neglect огте зе to pay such tax, 
the secretary shall proceed to collect the same by distress, 
and sale of goods and chattels, found within the district, 
having first posted up at least ten days previous notice of 
such sale, in three or more public places in the district. 

Sec. 32. When the owner of any real estate fails to pay 
the tax thereon, such failure shall be reported by the secre- 
tary to the county collector of taxes, in time for the same 
steps to be taken by such .collector, as are prescribed for 
the sale of real estate for delinquent county taxes, for the 
same year; the real estate shall be sold за like manner and 
with the same consequences as though sold for delinquent 
county taxes: and if for any cause they are not then sold 
at the proper time, they may be Sold the following or any 
subsequent year, in the same manner and with the same 
consequences as above contemplated.

The Superintendent of Public Instruction will furnish blanks for the re- 

_ ports of district officers, The report of each district should be accurately 

made out, and promptly filed with the County Superintendent; otherwise the 

Secretary is to forfeit the sum of one hundred dollars, and to make good ай 

7 osses resulting to the district from such failure. By his neglect to file it as 

required, the district may lose its share of the county school money, appor- 

tioned by the County Superintendent. The Secretary should preserve a copy 
of all the reports made to the County Superintendent. 

To ascertain the average compensation of 7222 teachers per month, di- 
vide the aggregate amount paid them (male teachers) for teaching during the 
year, as shown by the books of the district treasurer, by the whole number of 
male teachers, and the result by the number of months the school has been 
taught, which can be determined from the teachers’ register. For instance, 
three male teachers have been paid the aggregate snm of eighteen hundred 
dollars for teaching eight months, being an average of six hundred dollars 
each, which divide by the number of months, and we have seventy-five dol- 
lars as the average per month. Make a similar computation for female teach- 
ers, 
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To ascertain the average cost of tuition for each pupil per month, add to 
the current expenses of the school the interest at ten рег cent per annum on 
the value of the school property, owned by the distnet, divide Ше whole 
amount by the average daily attendance, апд the result by the number of 
months the school has been taught. 

To ascertain the average attendance of male pupils, divide the sum of 
the days they have been present by the number of days the school has been 
taught For instance, the teachers’ registers show to-have been present one 
hundred and twenty male pupils, and the school has been taught ninety days ; 
they have been present from seventy to ninety days each, and the sum total 
of the days they have Бееп present 15 ten thousand two hundred and sixty, 
(instead of ten thousand eight hundred, as it would have been if they had all 
attended regularly,) which divide by ninety, the number of days the school 
has been taught, and the result 1s one hundred and fourteen as the average 
attendance, one hundred and twenty being the number enrolled. Makea
